THE GERMAN IRIS. 


Good Words fur This Mant With Some 
Growing Instructions, 


The German iris has individuality 
and classical shape, and while suffi- 
ciently vigorous is not so robust and 
pushing as to become hopelessly com- 
mon, flaunting in color and vulgar 
in size—charges which indiscriminat- 
ing people sometimes prefer against 
the Japanese irises. The German 
species will not thrive like the Jap- 
anese in low, wet places where water 
stands in winter. They cannot en- 
dure such heavy mulches of fertilizer 
and must not be planted so deeply. 
Set the rhizomes just level with the

surface, for if planted deeper they 
decay. They do not form many fib- 
rous roots, so transplanting in cold 
climates must be done in spring or 
in August. 

The German iris grows very fast 
and is very free flowering, beginning 
to bloom about the time the tulip 
fades, and usually lasting through 
June. The flower stems vary consid- 
erably in height, some being quite 


short, thus bearing their flowers 
close together. Some are tall and 
others intermediate. ‘This feature 


cun be adapted in planting a bed or 
border of the different sorts. Set the 
tall sorts at the back, grading the 
varieties down to the dwarfs in front 
thus securing a sloping bank of 
blqom. All sorts of iris love to grow 
by the waterside. The beds will 
grow crowded in time 
thinned the flowers will grow paler 
in color and smaller in size, The 
flowers of the German iris, such as 
illustrated, have a great variety of 
colors.

MEAT ONCE A DAY. 


Theory That Average Family's Food 
Is Too Henvy For Health, 

Our mistakes in enting begin with 
our breakfast. In many families, per- 
haps in most, this meal commences 
with frnit and cereal, goes on to chops 
and potutoes, hot breads and coffee and 
concludes with griddlecakes and sirup. 
At noon, when a man’s stomach js only 
beginning to rest from all this, he has 
a steak, more potato, bread and but- 
ter, coffee and ple, while at home his 
wife has a slice of cold meat, a cup of 
tea nnd a piece of cake. At night the 
two sit down to dinner, with roast beef, 
potatocs and bread and butter as the 
staples of the meal. 

Now, no one but a woodchopper or a 
hunter can possibly eat meat—above 
all, red meat, such as beef and mutton 
—three times a day without inviting 
uric acid to come and take up its dwell- 
ing in his system, Nor can he eat white 
bread, potatoes and pastry day after 
day without inviting dyspepsia, One 
has only to let a doctor trace buck 
these diseases to their source to be 
quite certain on these points, 

Bet if we decide to give up these 
things, determine to have meat and po- 
tutoes only onve a day and red meat 
only once a week; if we taboo pastry; 
the starchy vegetables, the white bread 
and heavy sweets, what have we left 
for the family meals? “Nothing,” the 
distracted housewife will exclaim de- 
spairingly at first thought, but really 
the matter {fs not as, difficult as it 
seems, 

In planning the meals on this basis 
there js, first of all, chicken, which is 
invaluable, for it may be cooked in a 
dozen different ways and seem a new 
dish each time, and turkey, duck and 
goose as well, Then there are the 
white meats, lam® and veal; fish in its 
multitudinous forms; there are game in 
its season, vegetables and fruits, with 
numberless varieties of soups, and the 
simple sweets, which are made prin- 
cipally from milk and cream, and all 
forms of breads,
